Emil Rassman of Midland, 
president of the West Texas 
Chamber of Commerce, gave 
a glowing report on the future 
of West Texas to the audience 
of about 300. 
Using facts and figures on 
economic progress of West 
Texas, Rassman said that 
persons who live in West 
Texas are known as being 
ones who 
“ m ake things 
happen.” 
Kenneth Hertel, outgoing 
BCD president, gave a report 
on the past year’s activities of 
the organization and in­ 
troduced the retiring and 
incoming 
officers 
and 
directors. Hertel singled out 
the proposed Child Day Care 
Center as one of the major 
projects of the past year. 
He gave special recognition 
of the Hamlin Chapter of the 
Future Farm ers of America 
for their work on the building 
and also gave recognition to 
Bill Moore, county com ­ 
missioner, and his employees 
and to Mayor Joe Ford and 
his 
city 
em ployees 
for 
their help on the project. 
Rassman used many facts 
and figures to 
show the 
continued growth of West 
Texas—bank deposits up 116 
percent in the last decade, 
retail sales up 67 percent 
during the same period. He 
said the 53 percent of the 
state’s agriculture receipts 
are in West Texas where 25 
percent of the nation’s cotton 
and 26 percent of the nation’s 
grain sorghum is produced. 
He said that last year the 
112,515 producing oil and gas 
wells located in West Texas 


accounted for one-eighth of 
the nation’s total supply. And 
he added that we can foresee 
a substantial increase in oil 
and gas activities in West 
Texas during the next five 
years. 
“While West Texas is richly 
endowed with great mineral

“We work with people who 
have problems,” Mrs. Aalbue 
said, “If the Stamford Center 
cannot proovide what is 
needed, the people will be 
referred to the Abilene 
MH&R center. If patient 
requires hospitalization, they 
are referred to Big Spring 
State Hospital.” 
Anyone with a problem 
may be referred to the center 


by calling Mrs. Aalbue at 773- 
2521. The center is open from 
8:30 a m. to 5 p.m. Tuesday 
through Friday and from 8:30 
a.m. to 12 noon on Saturday. 
Services offered in the 
Stamford Area location at 602 
E. McHarg St. include group 
therapy, play therapy for 
children under 12, and in­ 
dividual therapy. Fees are 
based on income and number 
of persons dependent on that 
income. Minimum fee is $1, 
she said. 
An adult group is starting 
on Wednesday from 3 to 4:30 
p.m., she noted. 
At present there are 29 
persons receiving services 
from the Stamford center. 
They estimate that from 40 to 
60 persons would be using the 
center within a year. 
At this time a travelling

from 


Abilene visits the center one 
day each week. 
The staff of the Abilene 
center includes a 
psychi­ 
atrist, a 
psychologist, an

And the current energy shortage 
seems to be not different. 
You can take a poll anywhere in 
this country you want to and you 
likely will find that most people 
blame the big oil companies for all of 
our energy problems. One might 
understand this back east where 
they wouldn’t know an oil well from 
a mesquite tree, but it does seem a 
little strange when it is also true in 
the oil producing areas. 
In a recent Harris Poll at least 20 
percent blamed “large companies’’ 
for the energy shortage and we 
expect that this figure would be even 
higher now. These 20 percent believe 
that major companies have con- 
spired“ . . . to raise prices through 
scaring the public.’’ 
But the history of energy in the 
United States tells a different story 
altogether. From the tim e of 
Thomas Edison’s successful laun­ 
ching of central station electric 
service and the drilling of the first 
successful oil well in Pennsylvania 
more than a hundred years ago, the 
record of the energy industry has 
been one of declining costs and 
increased public consumption. It has 
also been a record of amazing 
technological progress for over a 
century. Thanks to the expanding 
capabilities of the energy industries, 
U. S. living standards have climbed 
from one peak to another. The price 
of gasoline—exclusive of taxes—like 
the price of electricity make it the 
servant of every man. Even the 
poorest of the poor was put on 
wheels, thanks to the availability of 
low-priced fuel at every corner 
service station. 
The puzzling thing is that with a 
record of high-level competition, 
high-volume selling at dirt cheap 
prices—any percentage of the public 
at all can now be led to believe that 
oil companies are conspiring to 
create shortages, jack up prices and 
suddenly 
adopt 
a 
business 
philosophy wholly in conflict with 
tradition and practical experiences. 
The only explanation lies in the 
apparent fact that many people 
would rather listen to politicians 
than read the record as it is written 
in the pages of history. 
But 
like 
I 
said 
earlier, 
we 
Americans want simple soulutions 
to everything. All during the Viet­ 
nam War we blamed it for all our 
problems but when it ended our 
problems did not go away. 
There are not any easy answers to 
our energy problems but they can be 
solved if our politicians and the 
public 
will 
stop 
looking 
for 
scapegoats and come to grips with 
the causes.

Brucellosis Eradication Program Now la Effort 


Livestock producers in 
Jones County will have a 
definite interest in the 1974 
T e x a s 
B r u c e l l o s i s 
Eradication Program, which 
officially began January 15, 
says Kirby Clayton, county 
agent 
for 
the 
Texas 
A gricultural 
Extension 
Service. 
Texas became “modified- 
certified” in August, 1973 
which meant that less than 
five percent of the cattle 
herds and less than one 
percent of the cattle were 
infected. The new plan will 
make Texas a Brucellosis- 
free state. 
Brucellosis, 
commonly 
called Bangs, is a costly, 
contagious 
disease 
of 
livestock that may also affect 
human beings, points out 
Clayton. The disease in 
humans is known as undulant 
fever. Although it may attack 
most farm animals, it is more 
common in cattle, swine and 
goats. Herds with brucellosis 
may produce as much as 20 
percent less milk and 40 
percent fewer calves. Thus 
millions of dollars are lost 
across the state each year. 
The 
new 
program 
is 
designed to locate the in­ 
fection, contain it and assist 
the owner of infected animals 
to eliminate the disease, 


explains Clayton. Three 
different methods are used to 
locate infections: Brucellosis 
Ring Test for dairy herds, 
Market Cattle Test of all 
breeding cattle slaughtered, 
and Blood Test of all breeding 
cattle exchanging ownership. 
All infected and exposed 
cattle are quarantined and 
their movement is limited to 
slaughter only. Blood testing 
procedures are used to assist 
owners of infected herds to 
free their cattle of the 
disease. 
Clayton outlines the new 
Brucellosis 
Eradication 
Program. 
All cattle, except steers, 
spayed heifers and vac­ 
cinated animals under two 
years old, must be tested 
within 30 days of any change 
of ownership. 
A relatively simple “card” 
test has been developed that 
gives 
quick 
results—an 
improvement over the old 
system of sending blood 
samples to a laboratory. The 
cost of this initial test by a 
practicing veterinarian or 
other authorised person must 
be paid by the cattleman. 
If a brucellosis reactor is 
found at a sale yard or 
slaughterhouse, federal or 
state personnel trace the 
animal back to its herd of 


origin. Treceback tools in­ 
clude registered back tags or 
ear tags that many sale 
facilities are routinely put­ 
ting on consigned animals. 
Ear tags are required for 
interstate shipment of most 
cattle. 
Other anim als in con­ 
signment where the reactor 
was found can be handled any 
of three ways—-sold im­ 
mediately for slaughter, sent 
to a quarantined feedlot, or 
returned to the ranch for 
quarantine. 
All members of the herd of 
origin are considered ex­ 
posed to the disease and must 
be tested at 30 to 120 days 
after the first reactor is 
found. 
Goovernment 
agencies 
conduct these additional tests 
and pay the direct costs. All 
reactor animals must be 
branded with a “B” on the 
jaw and sold immediately for 
slaughter. Meat from these 
animals is not tainte, notes 
Clayton. 
Final clearance on a state 
basis can be granted when 
no more than one percent of 
the herds in any one county 
and not more than two per­ 
cent of the cattle in that 
county 
are 
confirmed 
reactors during an 18-month 
testing period. 


The program is vital to 
Texas if we want to keep our 
interstate trade with Bru­ 
cellosis-free states, 
em ­ 
phasizes the agent. 
Additional information is 
available at the county Ex­ 
tension office.

Telephone 
Calls Show 
Increase Here 


Despite recession clouds on 
the horizon, telephone growth 
in Hamlin is expected to 
remain healthy following a 
strong 1973, says Bud Mc- 
Casland, manager for South­ 
western Bell. 
“ Telephones in the city 
total 2,300, a 5 percent in­ 
crease over 
1972,” 
said 
McCasland. “ That’s part of 
300,000 telephones gained 
statewide in 1973.” 
McCasland said if the

And the current energy shortage 
seems to be not different. 
You can take a poll anywhere in 
this country you want to and you 
likely will find that most people 
blame the big oil companies for all of 
our energy problems. One might 
understand this back east where 
they wouldn’t know an oil well from 
a mesquite tree, but it does seem a 
little strange when it is also true in 
the oil producing areas. 
In a recent Harris Poll at least 20 
percent blamed “large companies” 
for the energy shortage and we 
expect that this figure would be even 
higher now. These 20 percent believe 
that m ajor companies have con­ 
spired” . . . to raise prices through 
scaring the public.” 
But the history of energy in the 
United States tells a different story 
altogether. From the tim e of 
Thomas Edison’s successful laun­ 
ching of central station electric 
service and the drilling of the first 
successful oil well in Pennsylvania 
more than a hundred years ago, the 
record of the energy industry has 
been one of declining costs and 
increased public consumption. It has 
also been a record of amazing 
technological progress for over a 
century. Thanks to the expanding 
capabilities of the energy industries, 
U. S. living standards have climbed 
from one peak to another. The price 
of gasoline—exclusive of taxes—like 
the price of electricity make it the 
servant of every man. Even the 
poorest of the poor was put on 
wheels, thanks to the availability of 
low-priced fuel at every corner 
service station. 
The puzzling thing is that with a 
record of high-level competition, 
high-volume selling at dirt cheap 
prices—any percentage of the public 
at all can now be led to believe that 
oil companies are conspiring to 
create shortages, jack up prices and 
suddenly 
adopt 
a 
business 
philosophy wholly in conflict with 
tradition and practical experiences. 
The only explanation lies in the 
apparent fact that many people 
would rather listen to politicians 
than read the record as it is written 
in the pages of history. 
But 
like 
I 
said 
earlier, 
we 
Americans want simple soul ut ions 
to everything. All during the Viet­ 
nam War we blamed it for all our 
problems but when it ended our 
problems did not go away. 
There are not any easy answers to 
our energy problems but they can be 
solved if our politicians and the 
public 
will 
stop 
looking 
for 
scapegoats and come to grips with 
the causes.

Brucellosis Eradication Program Now In Effect 


Livestock producers in 
Jones County will have a 
definite interest in the 1974 
T e x a s 
B r u c e l l o s i s 
Eradication Program, which 
officially began January 15, 
says Kirby Clayton, county 
agent 
for 
the 
Texas 
A g ric u ltu ra l 
E xtension 
Service. 
Texas became “modified- 
certified” in August, 1973 
which meant that less than 
five percent of the cattle 
herds and less than one 
percent of the cattle were 
infected. The new plan will 
make Texas a Brucellosis- 
free state. 
Brucellosis, 
commonly 
called Bangs, is a costly, 
contagious 
disease 
of 
livestock that may also affect 
human beings, points out 
Clayton. The disease in 
humans is known as undulant 
fever. Although it may attack 
most farm animals, it is more 
common in cattle, swine and 
goats. Herds with brucellosis 
may produce as much as 20 
percent less milk and 40 
percent fewer calves. Thus 
millions of dollars are lost 
across the state each year. 
The 
new 
program 
is 
designed to locate the in­ 
fection, contain it and assist 
the owner of infected animals 
to elim inate the disease, 


explains 
Clayton. 
Three 
different methods are used to 
locate infections: Brucellosis 
Ring Test for dairy herds, 
Market Cattle Test of all 
breeding cattle slaughtered, 
and Blood Test of all breeding 
cattle exchanging ownership. 
All infected and exposed 
cattle are quarantined and 
their movement is limited to 
slaughter only. Blood testing 
procedures are used to assist 
owners of infected herds to 
free their cattle of the 
disease. 
Clayton outlines the new 
Brucellosis 
Eradication 
Program. 
All cattle, except steers, 
spayed heifers and vac­ 
cinated animals under two 
years old, must be tested 
within 30 days of any change 
of ownership. 
A relatively simple “card” 
test has been developed that 
gives 
quick 
results—an 
improvement over the old 
system of sending blood 
samples to a laboratory. The 
cost of this initial test by a 
practicing veterinarian or 
other authorized person must 
be paid by the cattleman. 
If a brucellosis reactor is 
found at a sale yard or 
slaughterhouse, federal or 
state personnel trace the 
animal back to its herd of

origin. Treceback tools in­ 
clude registered back tags or 
ear tags that many sale 
facilities are routinely put­ 
ting on consigned animals. 
Ear tags are required for 
interstate shipment of most 
cattle. 
Other anim als in con­ 
signment where the reactor 
was found can be handled any 
of three ways—sold im­ 
mediately for slaughter, sent 
to a quarantined feedlot, or 
returned to the ranch for 
quarantine. 
All members of the herd of 
origin are considered ex­ 
posed to the disease and must 
be tested at 30 to 120 days 
after the first reactor is 
found. 
Goovernment 
agencies 
conduct these additional tests 
and pay the direct costs. All 
reactor animals must 
be 
branded with a “B” on the 
jaw and sold immediately for 
slaughter. Meat from these 
animals is not tainte, notes 
Clayton. 
Final clearance on a state 
basis can be granted when 
no more than one percent of 
the herds in any one county 
and not more than two per­ 
cent of the cattle in that 
county 
are 
confirmed 
reactors during an 18-month 
testing period. 


The program is vital to 
Texas if we want to keep our 
interstate trade with Bru­ 
cellosis-free 
states, 
em ­ 
phasizes the agent. 
Additional information is 
available at the county Ex­ 
tension office.

In presenting Willingham 
as Man of the Year Craig 
said, “If rural towns like 
Hamlin are to have any 
future they must entice their 
young people to return and 
make their homes here.
